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GENERAL AUTHORITY 


Section 6. In the performance of its functions, the Central In- 
telligence Agency is authorised to: 

(1) Procure necessary services, supplies and equipment without 
regard to the provisions of Section 3709, Revised statutes (41 
U.S.C* 5), as amended, upon certification by the Director, or an 
official designated by him for that purpose, that such action is 
necessary in the interest of the common defense and security or 
upon a showing that advertising is not reasonably practicable, and 
partial and advance payments may be made under contracts for such 
purpose; 

(2) Transfer to and receive from funds available to other depart- 
ments or agencies of the Government such sums as may be authorised 
by the Director of the Bureau of the Budget, either a 3 advance 
payment or reimbursement of appropriation, for the performance of 
any of the functions or activities authorized In this Act, and any 
other department or agency of the Government is authorized to trans- 
fer to or receive from the Agency such sums without regard to any 
provisions of law concerning transfers between appropriations.
